Soviet dispatches declared today that wavering German 
troops had retreated another 20 miles on the eastern ap­ 
proaches to Rostov, while on the lower Don front the Nazi 
high command was reported throwing masses of tank-led 
infantry into a desperate new attempt to halt the Red Armies. 
Once again, a series of brilliant Russian strokes over­ 
shadowed the news from other fronts in the global war. There 
were Allied bombing attacks on the Italian port of Naples 
and on Germany’s war foundries in the Ruhr. 
Admit Red Strength 
Italian headquarters listed nearly IOO killed and wounded 
in the raid on Naples. 
Hitler’s high command acknowledged that the Russians 
were keeping up the offensive in three major sectors, report­ 
ing tersely: 
“ Between the Caucasus and the Don, in the area of Stalin­ 
grad and in the Don area, the Russians again attacked in the* 
same focal points as before with strong forces.” 
Along with this glum comment, a Rome broadcast quoted 
the German Foreign office publication, Dienst Ans Deutsch­ 
land, as declaring: 
“The most rigid reserve must be maintained regarding 
the fighting in Russia, as the Russians are displaying their 
greatest strength now.”

C h a n g e T i r e 
Inspection Dates 


Washington, Jan. 12 (A P)—The 
Office of Price Administration modi­ 
fied today its periodic tire inspec­ 
tion 
program 
by postponing 
the 
January 31 deadline for the first 
inspection, and providing for less 
frequent examinations. 
The action was taken, OPA said. 
to minimize 
public 
inconvenience 
and to smooth out occasional work 
peaks for the inspectors. 
A stagger system was put into 
effect so that there will be three 
different deadlines for the first in­ 
spection. 
Under the revised program, all 
holders of basic gasoline ration A 
coupons will have until the end of 
March for their first tire inspection, 
and subsequent inspections will be 
once in each six months, instead 
of the former requirement of once 
every four months. 
Motorists with B or C supple­ 
mentary books or bulk coupons for 
fleets will be required to get their 
first inspections by the end of Febru­ 
ary. 
After that, inspections for B 
bookholders will be once in every 
four months, and for C bookholders 
and bulk coupon holders once every 
three months. Formerly the sched­ 
ule called for examinations of cars 
with B and C rations once tn two 
months.

One of the most recent indications 
that the Japanese have not been idle 
came when two lightning fighters 
escorting medium bombers on a raid 
over Kiska harbor were shot down 
by four Japanese floating type Zero 
planes oil December 30.

of the Zeros was destroyed. 
That 
was the first evidence in many 
weeks that the Japs had float planes 
at Kiska and occasioned consider­ 
able surprise that they had been 
able to move in such reinforcements.

W HO MUST FILE A RETURN 
Every .single person must file a 
Federal income tax return whose 
grass income for the year from all 
sources was $500 or more; that is, 
as much as $9.62 per week. Widows, 
widowers, divorcees, 
and married 
persons separated by mutual con­ 
sent. are classed as single persons. 
Every married person, living with 
husband or wife throughout the 
year, must file a return if his or her 
gross income, together with any 
income of the spouse, was as much 
as $1,200 for the year; that Is, as 
much as $23.08 per week. 
If hus­ 
band and wife both have income, 
they must both make a return. Such 
return may be made separately, or, 
if they are both citizens or residents, 
they may make a joint return. 
A 
joint return may be made by hus 
band and wife even though one 
has no income, and a joint return 
is advisable in the case of persons, 
one of whom has no income, who 
marry during the year, since the 
personal exemption attributable to 
each spouse during the period of 
premarital status is allowable in a 
joint return. 
A joint return must be signed 
by both husband and wife, and 
verified by a written declaration 
that it Is made under the penal­ 
ties of perjury. 
Where separate returns are flied 
by husband and wife on Form 1040 
the Joint personal exemption allow­ 
able ($1,200 
where the 
married 
status has existed throughout the 
year) may be taken by either, or 
divided between them in any pro­ 
portion agreed upon. 
If separate 
returns are filed one may not re­ 
port income which belongs to the 
other, but must report only the in­ 
come which belongs to him (or her). 
No person is exempt from filing
